Once again the news from South Africa 
leaves us little to congratulate ourselves upon. 
It is pleasant.to hear that General Waite 
reports having repulsed the Boers and driven 
them back many miles, but, the telegram is 
too meagre-in detail for us to be able to 
judge as to whether or no a blow of any 
magnitude has, been struck. - Even if one 
Boer force has been driven back in the 
direction of the frontier we very much doubt 
if our troops at’ Ladysmith are sufficiently 
numerous to spare a force to follow up the 
advantage gained, and the fact that the men 
returned to came after the engagement lends 
colour to’ the suppositon that there is nu 
intention of acting on the offensive and 
-pushing the war into Boer territory until the 
arrival of reinforcéments. And against this 


" +} reported victory, if victory it can be called, 


we have to place the yain to the Boers ay 
the capture of fifteen hundred mules and, 
in all probability, the mule battery which

were insufficiently close proximity to the

Our men jn Natal are outnumbered by more 
than two. to one by the Boers_and, as we 
puinted ont some time ago,’ it is’ well nigh 
hopeless to look for British successes before 
we have a full army corps in the field. 
That army corps should have been in South 
Africa by now, but our.organization has bein 
once more found wantiig and we must suffer 
in consequence.
